Roxbury Community College has been awarded a $30,000 planning grant for the Inclusive Concurrent Enrollment 
(ICE) Partnership Program for Students with Disabilities. The purpose of the ICE grant is to plan and develop new 
partnerships between high schools and RCC to offer inclusive concurrent enrollment opportunities for students ages 
18 to 22 with severe disabilities (students unable to achieve competency determination necessary to pass MCAS). The 
high school students will enroll in mainstream credit and non-credit courses. 

♦ Dr. Barbara Savage Awarded Travel Grant to Attend International Conference 

Associate Professor of Mathematics and Mathematics Department Chair, Dr. Barbara Savage, has been awarded a 
$2,500 National Science Foundation travel grant to attend the quadrennial International Congress on Mathematical 
Education in Seoul, South Korea from July 8 through 1 5. In addition to attending the conference, all grant awardees will 
participate in a US National Exhibition to the Korean Congress on the "features and characteristics of Mathematics 
education in the United States."

Tabitha Marie Johnson, who graduated with honors from Roxbury Community College last December, has been 
awarded a full Chancellor's Scholarship for Excellence at UMass Boston. The Scholarship, valued at approximately

remains enrolled on a full-time basis and earns at least a 3.2 GPA.
